FAIRLY DAZED

Berlin, October 20.— (By Mail) — 


Germany is fairly daxed by the do- 


ruanda and repuirem ents of the En­ 


tente military and naval comm issions 


for the housing of their supervisions! 


forces which according to the peace 


treaty, may have their headquarters 


at the seat of the German government 
.and place »ub-<iornmis*ions at any de­ 
sired point in G ermany 
The Entente has given notice that It 
w ill send a chief com m ission to Ber­ 
lin, and ten sub-commissions to other 
points. 
It demands, from Berlin, hotel 
accommodation comprising BOO room?-, 
housing for 300 non-commissioned offi­ 
cers and men, and garage facilities for 
OO automobiles. 
T hese are the re­ 
quirem ents for the army .and naval 
forces. 
For the air forces* the Entente wants 
200 rooms in a hotel, IOO office rooms, 
housing for 4f>0 persons, and garage 
space for OO autom obiles. 
The figures 
look large to Germans for gu ests at 
*11 the big hotels even now are happy 
to b»* abb* to creep Into a bath room 
and snatch som o sleep. 
The Council of States has decided 
that the money agreed upon to furnish 
quarters for the E ntente m ission, 5,* 
000.000 marks, was not enough. 
It is, 
however, 
rooms, 
hotels, 
dwellings, 
more than money, which Is worrying 
the government. 
The governm ent has made a begin­ 
ning by announcing that it will con­ 
fiscate one hotel which has* 185 rooms 
and use the building in W ilhem strasse 
now the headquarters of a press divi- 
eion. for office space. 
Another hotel ha* been confiscated 
for the air division.
